Was the Political Debate Testerday— How It 
Was Brought About. | 

Washington, May 25.—After some routine 
business, the house went into committee of 
the whole on the sundry civil appropriation 
bill. The first subject considered was the 
appropriation for the government exhibit 
at the world’s Columbian exposition. 
Mr. Houk, of Ohio, offered an amend- 
ment appropriating $100,000 to pay the ex- 
pense of collecting, preparing and puhlish- 
ing facts and statistics pertaining to the 
industrial advance of United States citi- 
zens of African descent from January 1, 
1803, to January 1, 1893, to constitute a 
part of the government’s exhibit. 

Mr. Bergen then modified his amendment 
in order to get it within the provisions of 
the rule. In 8 ing to this amendment, 
Mr. Johnson, of Indiana, replied to what he

fair. The president of the United States 
had, during his entire life, been a firm, un- 
swerving and consistent friend of the color- 
ed man.

the president was in favor of it now. 

Mr. Johnson replied that the president 
was in favor of any system of constitution- 
al tion. that would gunrantee to the 
lowliest man of the south the right to cast 
his vote without fear, favor or intimidation. 
He was surprised, in view of the appoint- 
ment of the president, that the imputa- 
tion should be cast against him, that in the 
distribution of patronage he had not recog- 
nized the colored man. He then cited a 
ligt of colored men appointed by President 
Harrison to important offices. 

Then there was a scene of great confus- 
ion in the hall. Dozens of members were 
on their feet, raising their voices and 
crowding into the aisles. In the midst of 
the confusion, Mr. Johnson’s time expired. 

The chair sustained the point of order 
against the amendment, and Mr. Bergen 
took an appeal. 

Mr. Johnson then resumed the floor and 
took as his text this time a remark made 
by Mr. Stockdale that the colored men had 
friends everywhere except in the republican 
party. “It ill became,” he said, “a man 
who belonged to a party which for years 
had enslaved the colored men to make that 
statement. It had never been said of the 
republican party that it had put gyves upon 
the wrist of any human being, or that it 
had torn a child from the breast of its 
mother and sold it into slavery. The re- 
publican party had never, by word, sign or 
deed, stood in the way of the grand progress 
which sought to strike the fetters from the 
wrists of the black man.” : 

Mr. Johnson then proceeded in vehement 
language to denounce the treatment of the 
negro by the democratic party of the south- 
ern states, and as he was as vehemently 
contradicted by a number of members from 
the south the house became a perfect bed- 
lam, the chair being utterly unable to se- 
cure the semblance of order or to confine 
Mr. Johnson’s remarks to the question be- 
fore the house. 

Several members finally succeeded in 
mating themselves heard, after much ef- 
fort, and replied to Mr. Johnson in terms 


as bitter as his own, but with greater dig- 


nity. Among these were Messrs. Hooker, 
of Mississippi; Johnstone, of South Caroli- 
na; O'Neill, of Missouri; Stockdale, of Mis- 
sissippi, and Mr. Cheatham, of North 
Carolina, the only colored man in the house, 
regre that this debate had taken a po- 
litical turn.

THe CLOUDS ARE CLEARING UP. 


Citizens Rally, Subscribe Stock and 
1 Provide Against a Run. 


TWO MEN 


All the Old Directors Resign and New 
Ones Are Elected in Their Places. 
The Town Not Dead Yet. 


_ Tallapoosa, Ga., May 25.—(Special.)—The 


cloud hovering over the Merchants’ and 


Miners’ bank of Tallapoosa is breaking up. 

Progressive and plucky as they have al- 
ways been, the business men of this irre- 
pressible and pretty little Georgia city have 


rallied to the rescue of their bank, and 


brighter days are now about to dawn. 
The bank will not probably now continue 
in the hands of a receiver, Indeed, the 
chance is good for the bank to resume work 
within a very few days, the stockholders 
having reorganized and determined to put 
new officers in charge with increased capi- 
tal, all debts paid and all loans called in 
hen due. 
But, while this is true, it is not a bit 
improbable that some sensational develop- 
ments are yet to.come up before the situa- 
tion can be termed serene and tranquil. 
There are sensational features in this affair 
that have not yet bobbed up above the sur- 
face. They may come up when Mr. R. L. 
Spencer, vice president, and Mr. J. W. 
Caseldine, cashier, now under arrest, come 
to trial. 
These men, as is known, were arrested 
on a charge of high misdemeanor consist- 
ing in the alleged violation of the state 
banking laws, which declare that no bank 
shall loan more than 10 per cent of its 
capital stock to one individual. 


The Vice President Is 4ngry. 


Now, Mr. Spencer, the vice president, is 
angry at the behavior of those who have 
had him arrested. 

He doesn't hesitate to say so. He talks 
very calmly about his arrest, saying it 
amounts to nothing, so far as his verdict 
is concerned. But he says to arrest an in- 
nocent man so ruthlessly as this is a matter 
that is not finally settled when the case 
against him is dismissed. A damage suit 
may yet come out of this business, and, if 
so, then the fur is going to fly, sure. 

When Mr. Spencer, the arrested vice 
president, was seen today in his room at 
the hotel, and asked for a statement of his 
association with the bank, and his side of 


dhe case that is being made out against 


him, he gave the following: 

“Kibbey, Keith. & Co., acting under the 
name and style of the Merchants’ and 
Miners’ bank, were bought by a syndicate 
of Kentucky gentlemen, associated with 
myself and some others here, who conduct- 
ed the business under the same name and 
style of the Merchants’ and Mimers’ bank 


from July, 1890, to December 4, 1890. On 


December 4, 1890, the present Merchants’ 
and Miners’. bank was incorporated under a 
charter granted by the state of Georgia. 
When they were organized, December 
4, 1890, they purchased from their ptede 


cessors $20,688.54 of notes, which repre- 


sented money borrowed by the Tallapoosa 
Furnace Company from their predecessors. 
These notes were assumed by the Georgia- 
Alabama Investment and Development 
Company in the purchase of the Tallapoosa 
furnace, and are the same identical notes 
that are new owned by the bank. I was 
endorser on $13,000 of these notes before 
they came into the possession of the Mer- 
chants’ and Miners’ bank, and, since then, 


515,000 of glass works and furnance bonds 


have been added to them as collateral. 

“On March 4, 1891, James W. Hyatt, as 
treasurer of the Georgia-Alabama company, 
borrowed of the bank $3,000. He endorsed 
the note personally, and later secured it by 
bonds. This note added to the $20,088.54 
makes $23,688.54, which is the amount of 
the Georgia-Alabama paper held by the 
bank, with the exception of a demand note 
which was given for overdraft, secured by 
a chattel mortgage on manufactured glass 
enough of which has been sold and partially 
collected to cancel the note. 

“The loan of 33,000, made by Hyatt, 
treasurer, was made during my absence 
in Boston, and I knew nothing of it. 

„As will be seen, all of the loans above, 
which I am accused of having secured of 
the Merchants’ and Miners’ bank, antedate 
by several months the birth of the bank, 
consequently could not have been borrowed 
of the present Merchants’ and Miners’ 
bank. : 
My only other transactions with the bank 
are as follows: a 

On November 27, 1891, on my arrival 
at Tallapoosa, I found that the Georgia - 
Alabama company’s account was over- 
drawn $11,506.26, and both the bank and 
the company were short of funds. I told 
Mr. Caseldiné that if the overdraft could 
be put in the form of a demand note I 


‘would personally endorse it, and would m- 


self put up the money necessary to save 
the company, which I afterwards did, to 
the extent of $50,000.

“My only interest in the bank has been to 
take off my coat and endeavor to save it 
whenever hard pressed for funds, while 
others of the directors quietly sold their 
stock at 95 cents on the dollar, and pigeon- 
holed their written protest so as to take ad- 
vantage of the three-months’ limit and avoid 
individual responsibility, and now are 
making their boasts of how smart they 
were. eee 

“These same directors. are the ones who 


have seen fit to arrest me for a erime never 


committed, and disgrace myself and family 


would be blinded to their misdeeds. 

“I consider that the suspension of the 
Merchants’ and Miners’ bank is due direct- 
ly to David Quackinbush and Mr. M. A. 
Green, who have considered ‘it ‘good bank- 
ing to hold directors’ meetings of two on 
the street corners, and slur and endesa vor 
to cast discredit and cloud on the credit of 
the cashier.” * 

Some Spicy Charges. 

„With a bank having nearly one hundred 
and thirty thousand ‘dollars of deposits in 
the fall, which were, reduced to $95,000 by 
the January settlements, there was no good

reason why this deposit shewld not have 


been increased after the January settle 
ments, but, instead of the de- 
posits, were reduced to $45,000 when the 
bank suspended. This $50,000 has been 
drawn out by the depositors, and is now 
largely deposited in Atlanta and in the 


pockets of thé people, and all because the 


affairs of the bank became public 
through the Waging tongues of two o 
directors... > 

There is no question but what Mr. 
Caseldine, in his zeal, has overloaned the 
funds of the bank, but that he has done it 
intentionally, no sane man will for a mo- 
ment believe; and had he béen left alone 
by the two directors before mentioned, 
there would have been $100,000 today in 
the bank, instead of $45,000. There ought 
not to be a dollar of loss on any of the 
bank’s paper, and surely not on any of the 
Georgia-Alabama paper. It is simply a 
matter of an unheard-of shrinkage of de- 
posits and inability to reduce loans in any- 
thing like the same proportion. 3 

“There has been no defalcation, and if 
there are any misdemeanors or acts con- 
trary to law, they have been committed by 
the active directors and officers of the cor- 
poration, and not by myself.“

You see, soon after General 
Grant’s death we organized the Confederate 
Veterans’ Association in Chicago and when 
the United Confederate Veterans were form- 
ed we became camp 8 by order of the 
commander-in-chief, General Gordon. Then 
we began as a body taking part in the Me- 
morial Day exercises, and scattered our flow- 
ers alike on the confederate and union sol- 
diers’ graves. Since then that custom has 
spread and today it is in vogue every-

This doesn’t show what the “actual 
value” of either gold or silver is, but it 
shows that gold is dearer as compared 
with silver and all other commodities.

As gold has become 
dearer, debts have increased in value, 
and so has interest. 

A debt contracted two years ago on the 
basis of the value of a bale of cotton 
($50) is now worth nearly two bales. It 
is a pity that as bright a man as the edi- 
tor of The Savannah Press should have 
his vision so woefully obscured that he 
cannot see the drift of monometallism. It 
means the ruin of the producers and 
wage-earners. 2 

Saloons Run by Churches. a 

The Rev. Dr. W. 8. Rainsford, of St. 
George's Protestant Episcopal church, in 
New York, has made himself the talk of 
the town by a remarkable sermon last 
Sunday. 

Dr. Rainsford proposes to fight the 
liquor evil by starting competing saloons 
run by churches. His idea is that as it 
is impossible to stamp out saloons, 
respectable drinking places should be 
provided. He would have them run by 
good business men in the churches, and 
would have beer sold at a profit. When 
asked about whisky, he said that he 
thought it should not be sold in the re- 
form saloons, but beer, light wines, coffee, 
chocolate and reading rooms would make 
the place attractive. Moreover, he would 
have them open during proper hours on 
Sunday. He says: 

These places could be made so attracive and 
inviting that there would be no temptation 
to enter those resorts where the laws are 
broken. I propose to advocate this idea right 
along and present it in such a way that it 
will appeal to business men, who will awaken 
to the necessity of providing a better and 
temperate substitute for the saloon of today. 
As I have already said, this cannot be done by 


preaching from the pulpit; it must be dem- 
onstrated that the principle is a right one. 


Christian Association meeting on this subject. 
As you might suppose; it was like throwing a 
red flag before a bull, and met with a stream 
of protests and opposition. However, before 
I completed my address I had the larger part 
of my audience with me. I am convinced 
that there is no other way to combat the vices 
of the city.

It is deplorable to see the craze for 
sensationalism leading ministers here and 
there into such singular exhibitions of bad 
taste and bad judgment. The idea of 
lessening the liquor evil by starting more 
saloons is pure folly, and it is all nonsense 
to have the churches to go to work to 
make the traffic respectable. What good 
would it do to make it respectable? Under 
Dr. Rainsford’s system the saloons would 
have more customers and a better class 
than they have at present. 8 


Big Bucket Shops and Little Ones. 

The fight which the big exchanges are 
making against the proposed law to abol- 
ish the fictitious sale of agricultural pro- 
ducts is not without its humorous feat- 
ures, 

We alluded the other day to the remark- 
able statement made by the president of 
the New York cotton exchange that the 
Washburn-Hatch anti-option bill, if it 
becomes a law, “will affect the annual 
crop of cotton $350,000,000.” If this dec- 
laration means anything at all it means 
that the passage of the bill will increase 
prices over 100 per cent. But it was not 
intended to mean that. It was a wild 
statement put forward in ignorance for 
the purpose of alarming those congress- 
men who stand for the southern planters. 
Should the present crop reach 9, 000, 000 
bales, it will only realize to the planters 
about $270,000,000; but the president of 
the New York cotton exchange commit- 
ted himself to the solemn assertion that 
the proposed anti-option law “will affect 
the annual crop of cotton $350,000,000.” 

This astonishing gentleman deserves a 
high place as an unconscidus humorist, 
but he doesn’t stand alone. The authors of 
the “memorial” of the Chicago board of 
trade deserve to be placed alongside the 
president of the New York cotton ex- 
change in the niche of notoriety. That 
memorial says that gambling in produce 
—gambling pure and simple—is carried on 
in the ‘bucket shops.’ This form of gam- 
bling is and long has been a fruitful 
source of agricultural depression, and a 
vigorous federal ‘bucket shop’ law, vigor- 
ously enforced, might go far towards 
accomplishing the end that is sought,“ 
and so on and so forth. 

The humor of this is that every objec- 
tion that can be urged against the bucket 


and timeliness to the board of trade and 
the big exchanges where all the evils that 
could possibly grow out of the bucket 
shops are multiplied a thousand times. 
What harm do the bucket shops do ex- 
cept to the individuals? They receive the 
market quotations and those who so 
desire go in and bet on how these quota- 
tions will fall, whether prices will go up 
or down. The big exchanges and boards 
of trade shake the dice, or turn the cards, 
and the bucket shops afford a convenient 
medium through which individuals may 
bet on how the dice or the cards may 
fall. 


We are far from denying that bucket 
shops are objectionable, but the objections 
against. them are precisely those which 
hold against faro or any other systematic 
form of gaming, They are a form of mer- 
cantile keno attractive only to those who 
have the passion of gambling. They may

buying and selling of options - phantom“ 
cotton and wind“ wheat—are suppressed, 
that moment the bucket shops will go out 
of business. 

The central cotton exchanges and 
boards of trade are virtuous indeed. They 
can point to the fact that they made a 
raid on the bucket shops not long ago, 
and endeavored to run them out of the 
business. It was a wonderful piece of mis- 
sionary work. The bucket shops all over 
the country were doing business on the 
quotations current in those big bucket 
shops, the cotton exchanges of New York 
and the board of trade of Chicago, The 
little bucket shops were multiplying all 
over the face of the earth, and the big 
bucket shops begun to feel the results 
of this nibbling competition. They resent- 
ed it. They felt that their rights had been 
invaded—that poachers were trespassing 
on their preserves. Whereup$n they cut 
out the alien wires and refused to furnish 
quotations to the small bucket shops. 

It was a virtuous transaction, and de- 
serves a bright page in our history. There 
is hope for the country when the commer- 
cial keno dealers resent competition on 
the ground that it is in the nature of 
gambling. 

We have touched on only one phase of 
this important matter. The democrats in 
congress ought to make prompt arrange- 
ments to bring the anti-option bill to the 
front. Ventilation of the subject is all that 
is necessary to convince any impartial 
mind of the incalculable wrong done to 
the producers of the country by the 
option gambling going on in the cotton 
and wheat exchanges of the large cities. 

This gambling is infinitely worse in its 
results than the lottery business. It not 
only breeds and feeds the passion for 
gambling, but it unsettles business, de- 
presses the farming interests, and precip- 
itates financial panics. | 

A New Weather Expert.

In their absence another weather expert 
has come to the front. He claims that 
he is able to manufacturer dry weather, 
and has written the following letter to 
the mayor of Chicago:

A writer in The New York Evening Sun 
says: 

“A man once committed suicide because, as 
he alleged, he got so tired of buttoning and 
unbuttoning. It does not occur to the farmer’s 
wife to forsake the dreary monotony of her 
duties, but statistics disclose that an undue 
percentage of the insane are farmers’ wives. 
Of the barren lives of farmers’ wives, an 
Arkansas woman says that when a farmer 
gets lonesome he rides over to a neighbor's 
to borrow a hoe or rake. Then the two men 
talk about the crops, politics, exchange news- 
papers, and both go back to their work re- 
freshed. No such relief from the monotony of 
her household rcutine eomes to the farmer’s 
wife. Once a week, the weather permitting 
and the children all well, she may go to church. 
This is her only recreation, for visitors, which 
are rare, only bring added cares. To these 
women the Farmers’ Alliance has been an 
enlightened picnic. A Kansas woman at the 
St. Louis labor conference said that, however 
much the Farmers’ Alliance had benefited 
men, it had done still more for the farmer's 
wife. ‘We are not afraid of the men going 
back on us when they get into power. They 
know well enough that if it had not been for 
the women, the bottom would have fallen out 
of the Kansas Alliance long ago. The women 
make the bread, bake the cakes, roast the 
chicken and turkeys and boil the coffee, and 
the nen come to the pbeetmes when ther 
are sure of good cheer. After they are there 
they talk and plan, and exchange views and 
newspapers. But they wouldn't come if they 
didn’t know that women would be there with 
their lunch baskets.’ It is interesting to 
note in the world’s progress that while hereto- 
fore the connection between empty larders 
and revolutions has been directly and often 
established, that it is the first instance when 
political revolutions have been miade to rest 
on full stomachs. This is one of the hopeful 
signs of the times, and the honor is due to 
the western farmers’ wives. Whatever of 
good may come out of it, the farmer’s wife 
has earned her portion.”

her a place in his office. 

After receiving this letter pretty Dora 
Lyle declared her intention of going to Tex- 
as and accepting this offer; but her mother 
and father gently persuaded her to give 
up such a rash idea, and she, while not giv- 
ing up the project, delayed her departure. 

Night before last she broached the sub- 
ject of her departure to her parents, and 
the mother pleaded tearfully with her 
daughter.

TRIGURING ON THE öff. 


The Congressional Race Is Opening Fast. 
The Candidates. 


JUDGE HILLYER AND COLONEL COX 


Both Spoken of as Possible Opponents of 
Colonel Livingston—Colonel Candler 
and Colonel Joe James, 


There are 85 of indications that there 
will be a contest over the democratic nom- 
ination for congress in this district, and 
the names of several gentlemen have been 
connected with the race by current rumor, 

Colonel Livingston will, of course, be 
in the race, and his friends say there is 
no probability of his being beaten. There 
is, however, an element which has kept up 
a continual fire upon the colonel for some 
time, and from all signs, it intends to move 
heaven and earth to defeat him. This ele- 
ment is ready to back almost any candi- 
date who appears to have a chance of com- 
peting successfully for the nomination. 

Several well-known gentlemen are now 
talked of, especially Judge George Hill- 
yer, who was recently elected a delegate 
from this district to the Chicago conven- 
tion. Another gentleman who has been_a 
good deal talked about in this connection is 
Colonel Albert Cox; another OColo- 
nel Milton A. Candler, who was 
once in congress and knows the 
ropes, and still another is Colonel John 
B. Goodwin. It is said, however, that the 
last named gentleman has told friends 
that he would take no part in the race. 

All these gentlemen except Colonel Can- 
dler come from Atlanta, and he comes from 
the neighboring county of DeKalb and is 
known as an Atlanta man, as this is his 
place of business. 

Leaving Atlanta gossip turns to the coun- 
ty of Douglas, the home of Colonel Joe 
James, who was the first man to make a 
square fight on the third party. Political 
prophets see in Colonel James a congress- 
ional possibility, and it is said that he could 
go into the convention with four votes of 
Douglas and Campbell, and hold them to 
the last. There seems to be no doubt 
about his strength in those two counties, 
and if he chose, he might make things 
mighty interesting under certain contingen- 
cies. For instance, if Fulton should settle 
on one candidate, either suilyer or Cox, 
and he should carry DeKalb, he would go 
into the convention with ten votes out of 
twenty-four. Colonel Livingston, it is said 
by the well informed, can carry Newton, 
Walton, Rockdale and Clayton against any- 
body. That would give him ten. Then if 
James went in with Douglas and Camp- 
bell, there would be a deadlock, with James 
holding the balance of power between two 
elements which would fight to the last 
ditch. It would be in Colonel James's 
power to nominate the successful man. 

But suppose Colonel Livingston stole A 
march on DeKalb. He has always-- een 
Strong there. If he held it, he Would be 
invincible. oe 

Take another Case. ” Suppose the race 
opened. With Livingston, Hillyer, Cox, 

ames and Candler all in the field, and sup- 
Hose Candler carried DeKalb and it be- 
came a race between all the candidates for 
Fulton, with James holding Douglas and 
Campbell. With so many in the race, Cox 
might force Clayton from its moorings and 
dispute Fulton with Hillyer and Candler. 
In a mixed fight like that, it would be hard 
to predict the result, except that a combi- 
nation between Livingston and James would 
at any time decide the contest, and it would 
be quite possible that Livingston might come 
in between these Atlanta men and carry 
Fulton. 

The probable policy of the anti-Living- 
ston men would be to see which could carry 
Fulton, if any of them could over Living- 
ston, and then induce the others to with- 
draw in his favor. The next question 
would be, could he carry DeKalb? If not 
he might as well stay out of the race, for 
with Delalb's four votes Livingston would 
be elected. If the Atlanta man could carry 
Dekalb the next question would be, what 
could he hope to effect in the way of com- 
bination by the deadlock was on in the 
convention? That would depend a good 
deal on the attitude of James. Up to this 
time Colonel James has been friendly to 
Livingston. Whether he would be for Liv- 
ingston as against the field would be the 
next question. Close observers say he 
would be for Livingston unless he saw some 
probability of his own nomination. 

Nothing is certain, but the boys are do- 
ing a great deal of talking and fighting.
